Notice is hereby given that sealed proposals, clearly labeled with the project name, will be received by the 

Borough Clerk of the Borough of Dumont, Bergen County, New Jersey for BUSSELL COURT AND 

SHORT STREET RECONSTRUCTION and opened and read in public at 50 Washington Avenue, Dumont, 

New Jersey on August 31, 2010 at 10:00 am prevailing time. 

 
Contract Documents and Plans for the proposed work, prepared by Dominic B. Carrino, P.E. of the firm of 

T&M Associates, Consulting and Municipal Engineers, 1373 Broad Street, Clifton, New Jersey 07013, are on 

file in the office of the Engineer and may be inspected by prospective bidders during business hours.

Bidders will be furnished with a copy of the contract documents and plans by the Engineer upon proper notice 

and payment of a non-refundable charge of Ninety Dollars ($90) to defray the cost thereof. 

 
Proposals must be made on the Standard Proposal Forms in a manner designated in the contract documents, 

must be enclosed in a sealed envelope bearing the name and address of the bidder and the name of the work on 

the outside, addressed to the Borough of Dumont and must be accompanied by all items identified in the 

Contract Documents including, but not limited to, a Statement of Consent of Surety from a surety company 

holding a Certificate of Authorization to do business in the State of New Jersey and a bid guarantee (Proposal 

Security) for not less than ten percent (10%) of the amount bid except that the guarantee need not exceed 

$20,000.00.**

Bidders are also required to comply with other provisions of Law including, but not limited to, the requirements
